Regarding  Survey  80-61A  on  the  conversion  of  Committee  Hearings  and 
Committee  Prints  to  microfiche,  much  has  happened.    A  tabulation  of 
cards  returned  by  833  libraries  revealed  that  approximately  45%  of  the 
material  was  wanted  in  paper  and  approximately  55v  v.ras  wanted  in 
microfiche.    The  very  possibility  of  availability  in  microfiche  boosted 
selection  with  17%  more  libraries  willing  now  to  select  these  publi- 
cations and  make  them  available  to  the  public.    Even  with  such  an  in- 
crease, the  conversion  to  microfiche  is  estimated  to  involve  a  saving 
to  taxpayers  of  over  $800,000.    In  the  light  of  this,  the  Public  Printer's 
Council  on  Micropublishing  at  its  meeting  in  Washington,  DC,  on  November 
24,  1980,  recommended  going  ahead  with  the  conversion.    The  Public  Printer 
has  decided  to  proceed  as  he  states  in  the  letter  that  is  enclosed. 

NOTE:    Distribution  of  Committee  Hearings  and  Committee  Prints  on 
microfiche  will  begin  in  January  1981.    It  is  expected  to  cover  lf843 
Hearings  and  457  Committee  Prints.    Because  the  Hearings  and  Prints  are 
unique,  they  do  not  require  the  entry  of  x-y  coordinates  in  the  Table 
of  Contents.    Instead,  GPO  will  place  inclusive  page  numbers  in  the 
upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  title  in  the  header  area.    There  will  be 
no  special  indexing  provided  by  GPO.    The  Monthly  Catalog  and  existing 
commercial  indexes  will  still  be  needed.    Gianges  in  selection  should 
not  be  made  until  the  end  of  the  97th  Congress s  1st  Session,

Dear  Barbara: 


I  am  writing  to  you  and  the  other  members  of  the  Depository  Library 
Council  to  the  Public  Printer  to  inform  you  of  my  decision  to  convert 
to  microfiche  all  Congressional  Committee  Hearing.-,  and  Committee 
Prints  beginning  with  the  17th  Congress. 

I  made  this  decision  only  after  careful  analysis  of  the  facts  and 
recommendations  made  to  me  by  the  Micropublishing  Council  and  the 
Depository  Library  Council  to  the  Public  Printer.    I  also  reviewed 
the  many  letters  I  received  from  libraries  and  library  groups  after 
the  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Micropublishing  Council  war.  announced 
in  the  Federal  Register. 

The  projected  1 98 1  cost  reduction  of  approximately  $000,000.00  to  be 
realized  as  a  result  of  my  decision  is  in  line  with  directions  I  have 
received  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  and  the  Appropriations 
Committees  of  the  Congress.    The  conversion  will  also  satisfy  the 
pleas  of  library  directors  to  reduce  shelf  space  in  their  overcrowded, 
overspent  institutions  and  who  are  convinced  that  conversion  to  micro- 
fiche will  provide  significant  production/distribution  post  savings 
to  the  Government  at  one  etui  and  crucial  maintenance/storage  cost 
savings  to  depository  libraries  on  the  other. 


This  decision  relates  only  to  the  approximately  '100  depository 
libraries  which  have  expressed  a  preference  for  receiving  hearings 
and  prints  in  microform-    The  thousands  of  non-depository  libranje? 
wi 1 1 ,  presumably,  continue  to  purchase  copies  from  the  commercial 
marketplace,  because  the  Congressional  Committee  Headings  and  Prin* 
are  not  being  offered  for  sale  by  the  Government  Printing  Office.
